Officer  Duff  served  his  town  for  many  years.  He  will  be  remembered  forever  with  fond  memories  as  Stoneham’s  greatest  Safety  Officer.  He  loved 
s job,  but  most  importantly  he  loved  his  “kids”  both  young  and  old.
